London’s Unemployed to Make an 
Armed Display. 


SECRET MEETINGS OF THE DANGEROUS 
ELEMENT HELD. 


Gladstone’s Home Rule to Be Submitted 
to the Irish Leaders—Canadian-Ameri- 
can Extradition Case—Premier Abbott 
Hes Resigned—Nihilists Stirring the 
Russian Peasantry to Strife—Proceed- 
ings of the Monetary Conference. 


Lonpon, Nov. 25.—A number of unemployed 
workingmen who meet at Tower Hill boast 
of the possession of firearms and declare that 
they are trained in theiruse. It has been as- 
certained thatmany of the unemployed men 
belong to the volunteer force und have failed 
to return theirarms when through drilling, 
in accordance with the regulations. Orders 
given forthe restoration of the arms have 
been ignored. Arrangements are being com- 
pleted fora midnight march of contingents 
ofthe workless men. Centers have been ap- 
pointed, at which the several contingents 
Will meet, and thence torchlight processions 
Will march to some place in the western 
partofthecity. This place is kept secret by 
the leaders. The date ofthe procession will 
not be fixed untiltheeve of the march. lit 
can be said thatthe procession will not be 
held. The police will prghibit it, and should 
the men attemptto hold it despite the pro- 
hibition, there will be trouble, for the 
authorities will disperse it by force, if neces- 
sary. 

The nearer conference on agriculture ap- 
proaches, it becomes the more evident that a 
sharply defined difference of policy and gen- 
eral aims will be declared between tbe farm- 
ers and the landlord party. The voice of the 
land agitator is resounding throughout the 
country, and proposals, which a few years 
since would have been scoffed at as outside 
of the range of practical] English policies, are 
now being discussed by leading farmers’ 
clubs. One of the most important of the 
provincial agricultural societies is sending 
Celegates to the conference charged 
with a demand for the three f’s 
—refusal of improvements, fixity of tenure 
anda land court to fix fairrents. A bare two 
years ago or even less, the members of this 
club would have treated the proposals as 
revolutionary. Now they mean business. At 
the same time circulars have been addressed 
to members of Parliament asking thelr sup- 
port for the three f’s bill. Sir Charles Dilke, 
Hierbert Gladstone, Mr. McLarenand Mr. J. 
W. Logan, among others, have promised to 
support these demands, and Mr. J. T. Brun- 
ner has incited theclub toemploy a pariia- 
mentary draughtsman to put thelr ideas in 
bill form. 

Arcbishop Walsh has appeared before the 
evieted tenants’ commission and given testi- 
mony regardingthe Cool Greeny estate. He 
sald the rents on this estate were above the 
valuation, while those of the neighboring 
estates were equal or below the valuation. 
He considered that landlords and tenants 
were partners, It was an anomaly that one 
ofthese partners should have power fora 
small default toturn outthe other. <Accora- 
ing tothe Archbishop, the schéme for a set- 
tlement of the question should include the 
reinstatement of all of them In their holdings 
and all persons holding lands from which 
former tenants have been evicted should be 
compensated when obliged to leave.

HOME RULE BILL TO BE SUBMITTED 
LEADERS. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The cabinet has decided 
that Parliament sball meet on Jan. Mr. 
John Moriev, Chief Secretary for Ireland, has 
taken to Dublina draft of Mr. Gladstone’s 
home rule bill, which will be submitted to 
the Irish leaders. Mr. Morley will expiain to 
them the main provisions of the measure 
with the view to receiving suggestionsas to 
the modifications they deem essentiai. 

It is understood that the measure provides 
for the retention of the full strength of the 
Irish party in the Imperial Parilament and 
for the strengthening of the imperial veto.

pendent inquiry by destroying the lungs of 
alicondemned cattie alleged to have died 
from pleuro-pneumonia.

MONETARY CONFERENCE.. 


AMERICAN REPRESENTATIVES WARM ADYO- 


CATES OF SILVER. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 25.—Tbhe International 
Monetary Conference resumed its sitting this 
morning. Senator Wm. B. Allison and 
Senator John P. Jones set forth the Amert- 
can suggestions, basing them on a general 
view of the monetary situation in the United 
States and in the countries represented in 
the conference. The greatest secrecy isinthe 
meantime observed concerning the American 
proposals. M. Montefiore Levi, the President 
of the conference, objects positively to any- 
thing in regard to them being published. 

Mr. Alfred de Rothschild will submit sug- 
gestions on behalf of Great Britain. 

The American delegates submitted a reso- 
lution declaring that in the opinion of the 
conference it is desirable that means be found 
for an increasing use of silver in the currency 
Systems of the nations. A document pre- 
pared by the American delegates and pre- 
sented with the resolution explained that 
they wished that an opportunity be afforded 
to consider their plans. At the same time 
they submitted a general plan of bimetallism 
offered by the United States showing, first, 
that the re-establishment and maintenance 
of a fixed parity between gold and silver and 
the continued use of both as coined money of 
full debt-paying power would be productive 
of important benefit to the worid. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


THE RESIGNATION OF PREMIER 
PUBLIC. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 25.—The Hion. Mr. Foster, 
Secretary of Finance,left England yesterday, 
carrying in his pocket the resignation of 
Premier Abbott. This will lead to a reorgan- 
ization of the cabinet, an‘on good authority 
it was said last night that the Hon, J. A. 
Chapleau, Minister of Customs, would be 
made Lieutenant-Governor of the Province 
of Quebec, the present holder ofthe position, 
Lieut.-Gov. Angers,succeeding tothe position 
of Minister of Customs. Sir John Thompson, 
the present Minister of Justice, will be the 
Premier, and W. B. Ives, member of Parlia- 
ment, will be taken into the Cabinet as 
Minister of Agriculture. Other changes are 
likely to be made. 

A young man named Gale secreted himself 
inthe residence of his former employer, D. 
A. McDonald at Ottawa, during the 
family’s absence a year ago and 
brutally beat Miss McDonald, the 
daughter. Gale fled to New York State 
and Mr. McDonald, accompanied by Alexan- 
der Robertson, followed him acrossthe line 
and in some manner brought him back, and 
he was tried and sentenced toaterm of im- 
prisonment. On demand of the United States 
Government Gale was released, and now the 
Dominion authorities are asked to hand over 
McDonaid and Robertson to be tried for ab- 
duction in the United States. Mr. McDon- 
ald is a son of the late Alexander 
McDonald, Captain of the Iroquols Battalion, 
whodid servicein the Fenian raid, and who 
was a prominent Conservative politician. A 
desperate fight will be made against extradi- 
tionand the authorities will prevent it if 
possible. The penalty is severe and if extra- 
dition takes place little leniency is expected 
by the accused. 

The Canadian Pacific Rallway is arranging 
to increase the number of steamers plying 
between British Columbia and the Orient. 
Two new vessels are to be built at once, but 
as they cannot be ready to handle next sum- 
mer’s trade two vessels will inthe meantime 
be chartered to carry that trade. The new 
steamers will be aboutthe same size as the 
Empress, but they will be a little faster. 
The company intends perfecting this line and 
getting control of the Atlantic Fast Line be- 
fore doing anything towards putting on 
steamers on the Pacific to Australia. :

NIHILISTS STIRRING THE RUSSIAN PEASANTRY TO 
STRIFE. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 25.—Nihilists are try- 
ingtostirupthe Volga peasantry by means 
of pamphiets and letters to revolt against 
the Governmeut. The police have been in- 
structed to suppress any insurrectionary at- 
tempts. 

Armor plate tests were recently made in 
the presence of the Kussian Minister of Ma- 
rine and Grand Duke Alexander. The ma- 
terlal tested consisted of one compound 
plate made by Brown of Sheffield, two steel 
plates made by Cammell of Sheffeld 
and one steel plate from the _ French 
St. Chamond Company’s works. All the 
plates were ten inches thick. The plate from 
the St. Chamond works stood the test with- 
out being cracked. One of the Cammell 
plates was slightly cracked and the others 
were shattered to pleces. Experiments were 
also made to ascertain the effect of heavy 
gun firing on the nervous system of animals. 
Rabbits, dogs and cats were utilized for the 
purpose. They were suspended in bags close 
to the line of fire and under the muzzle of the 

un.

PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 

Panis, Nov. 25.—The Panama Canal Inves- 
tigation Committee has decided that nore- 
ports of its proceedings shall be issued to the 
press, but that the members of the committee 
may impart to the journals such information 
as they may see &t on their own responsibil- 
ity. 

The passive mannerin which Abomey was 
captured by the French is a disappointment 
to the French artisan class, which bad ex- 
pected a briliiant victory and a correspona- 
ingly brilliant celebration of it. 

‘lhe Journal des Debais is of the opinion that 
little will come of the Panama Canal inquiry, 
the committee’s powers being too limited in 
scope. The journal fails to see how the 
Chamber of Deputies will be able to deal 
with charges against Senators. M. Spuller 
expresses similiar views. 

M. Camille Krantz, a member of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies and French Commissioner- 
General to the Chicago Columbian Exposi- 
tion has returned srom his visit to the Ex- 
position. {He says: ‘‘I have come back half an 
American, It was delightfulto seean Exhi- 
bition ready six months before the opening. 
It is evident that the Fair will be a grand 
success.’’ 


FRANCE EXULTANT. 

PARIS, Nov. 25.—The speech of Chancellor 
Capriviin advocacy ofthe army bill its dis- 
cussed at length bythe French newspapers. 
All of them unite in regarding the Chance!- 
lor’s utterances asa tributeto the power of 
FYrance and they call attention specially to 
his admissions that Germany has lost the 
military supremacy of Kurope. Tbe Repyb- 
lique Francaise . regards. Caprivi’s alie- 
gations as tothe war-like intentions of 
France with composure, neither assent- 
ing to nor denying anything as to the al- 


leged purposes of the French people. The 
debate shows,the paper says, either that the 
Kaiser is uneasy as to the fidelity of Austria 
and Italy to the bonds of the Triple Alliance 
or else that he has ulterior designs which are 
not openly acknowledged. ‘‘Forthe sake of 
European peace,’’ the paper exclaims, 
**God grant thatthe latter suspicionis un- 
founded.’’ 

The Figaro says thatjevidently the TriplejAl- 
liance is less solid than has been supposed. 

Public opinion regards this phase as alarm- 
ing and as indicating a purpose on the part 
of Germany to provoke war as soon as the 
German Arniy has been strengthened by the 
additions provided for in the bill. The sub- 
ject arouses public interest with the Panama 
Canal prosecutions. Although no revanche 
feeiing is manifested, it is evident that there 
is no inclination in France to avoid taking up 
a challenge should the Kaiser offér it, while 
there isa decided disinclivation to initiate 
war. 


GERMAN EMIGRATION BILL. 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—The new ( -rman emigra- 
tion bill compels all emigration agents to 
take out licenses and to submit their books to 
the government for inspection. The bill 
prohibits the emigration of men between the 
ages of 17 and 25 who are liable to military 
service. italso prohibits the emigration of 
Germans whose fares are paid bya foreign 
company oragent. Several other stringent 
regulations are introduced, the purpose of 
which is to render emigration dificult. 
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BLAINE’S ILLNESS. 


The Ex-Secretary’s Condition Decidedly 
Im proved. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—The con- 
dition of ex-Secretary Blaine at noon Is such 
as to arouse the solicitude of his friends as 
to the result ofthe iliness from which he is 
suffering. It is impossible to state accur- 
ately or definitely the exact nature of his 
present illness for the family cecline to dls- 
cuss it, and acting in accordance with the 
wishes of the family thus manifested, the at. 
tending physicians reply toall inquiries that 
hat is a matter which they do not talk about 
outside the residence. 

Mr. Blaine, since his return to Washington 
in October, until recently, apparently was in 
unusually good health, as compared with the 
long period of physical depression which 
prevailed during the summer at Bar Harbor. 
Persons who saw him then said that he wasa 
very sick man. However, upon his return to 
Washington, he resumed worx in his library 
and was busily engaged, it was said, upona 
revision or acontinuance of his book ‘*Twenty 


Years in Congress.’’ 

On Tuesday of last week he was seized with 
a chill, followed by the appearance of a light 
fever. The night before he had complained 
of aslight attack of goutin his foot. Dr. 
Frank Hyatt,whose treatment of Mr, Biaine’s 
illness two years ago was so successful, and 
who, in the interim maintained close per- 
sonal relations with the ex-Secretary and 
family, was called toattend Mr. Blaine. He 
is aspecialist in diseases of the throat and 
lungs, and when he learned the nature of the 
complaint from which the patient was suffer- 
ing, he informed the family that it wasa 
case outside of his own province and that the 
services of a skliled general practitioner were 
needed. That would of itself show conclua- 
sively that other than the bronchial organs 
are affected. Dr. W. W. Johnson was tlhiere- 
upon summoned and is now in attendance 
upon the patient, br. Hyatt meeting with 
him at the Dedside. An occurrence on 
Wednesday night, which weakened Mr. 
blaine, would lead to the supposition that 
the trouble was an interesting one, but this 
is denied. 

‘ihe only authoritative Statement that has 
been heard approaching a definite descrip- 
tion of the allment from which ar. Biaine is 
suffering is that his troubie is @ recurrence of 
that from which he has not been free for the 
pasttwo years. This would indicate, despite 
the deniaiavove recorded, thatthe trouble 
did originate in the stomach. The illness 
which kept him confined tothe house of his 
daughter, Mrs. Damrosch, in New York, for 
several weekcs inthe spring of 1591, is said 
to have been a case oO! Vertigo. ihe 
attack which prostrated him while at his 
desk in the State Department last spring, as 
is well known, was due to Indigestion. but 
this is not the most serlous feature of the 
case His system refuses to respond to the 
treatment. Progress towards recovery goes 
on toa certain stave and there stops. Hie is 
no better to-day than he was yesterday, and 
is still confined to his bed The lethargy ofr 
despondency ts the worst thing the phys! 
cians have to combat, 

@iater in the day Dr. Johnston told a 
reporter that when he arrived at the 
Blaine residence this morning toholda con- 
sultation with Dr. Hyatt he found Mr. Blaine 
up and dressed and ‘looking decidedly 
improved. Dr. Johnston said that Mr. 
Biaine was Detter, and would be able 
to go out doors in a few days if the 
weacher remained fine. Hiscold had almost 
entirely disappeared, and the throat affec- 
tion for which Dr. Hyatt was treating him, 
proved to be nothing more than one of the 
slight bronchial troubles s0 prevalent in 
Washington. Mr. Biaine’s condition, said 
Dr. Johnston, was the same that it had been 
tor the past four months.

Bold Robbers Seize a Northern 
Pacifie Train. 


Pullman Sleeper Passengers Relieved of 
Their Cash. 


DICK TURPIN GALLANTRY SHOWN TO 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


Bloody Battle Between Drunken Roughs 
and Railway Men — Highwaymen 
Fluded by a ClRanze of Time for a 
Passenger Express—Bertha Laws’ Bad 
Break—Lynchers Hot Afteran Alabama 
Murderer—Crime News. 


SEATTLE, Wash., NOV. 25.—The overland 
West-bound train on the Northern Pacific 
was held up last evening near Hot Springs 
by three masked men, Who robbed all of the 
male passengers in the Pullman sleeper 
Wadena, sixinall. The robbers entered the 
car,itis believed, at Hot Springs, as the 
train had not gone five miles from that place 
when the men entered the rear part of the 
sleeper. The first man they met was E. H. 
Millerof Portland, Ore., who was in the 
smoking compartment. He was relieved of 
$i0 and a gold watch, and then told to march 
in ahead ofthe robbers, which he did. One 
of the highwaymen went to the extreme 
end of the car, while the other stood guard 
et the end they entered. All were dressed in 
dark clothes, overcoats, siouch hats and 
wore handkerchiefs over their faces with 
holes cut out for. eyes. They placed revol- 
vers atthe heads of passengers and com- 
manded them to hold uptheir hands. As the 
robbing was going on 8, J.Freedman of Port- 
land, Ore., came in from an adjoining Car, 
and ashe entered, not Knowing what was 


going on, he was commanded to hold up his 
hands, but not complying guick enough 
the robber nearest to him tred a shot 
through the side of the ar 
andthen Freedman wunderstoo1 what as 
wanted and he handed over his vualuables. 
rhe robbers did not molest the ladies, of 
whom there were four with two children, 
telling them to keep gqulet and no harm would 
cometothem. Thisthbey did. After robbing 
everybody inthecar and without going to 
any of the other cars, the robbers pulled the 
bell-cord, giving the proper signals, and 
when the car stopped they pulled the bell to 
start again and jumped off and fled to the 
woods, firing a parting fusilade as 
they disappeare’. The total amount 
taken was $) .200, besides the gold 
watches and jewelry and other valuables. 
The following a listofthe men robbed: 
Pullman Conductor and porter, E. E. Heege, 
Portiand, $i0and a gold watch worth $200; S. 
J. Freedman, Portland, $100 and a goid 
watch; Sam Ohner, $105 (he saved his;watch 
by throwlog it underthe seat); H. Guyimar, 
between $900 and $1,000; he had just sold a 
mining claim in the Slocum district in 
British Columbian and was going to 
Seattle. It is thought this is the man 
the robbers were really out for, thinking he 
had more money than was found upon him. 
kK. H. Miller was robbpedof $10and James 
Riley and Pullman Coptactor G. W. Wright 
of St. Paul of $10. From the fact that the 
robbers gave perfect signals, it is believed 
they are railroad men. They wereall armed 
wita big revolvers. The tratn arrived here 
about 1 o’clock this morning en routeto 
Portiand, Ore.

RUN THE GAUNTLET. 


CHANGE OF TIME FRUSTRATES A TRAIN ROB- 
BERY. 

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 25.—When tle south- 
bound Missour!. Kansas & Texas passenger 
train reached here yesterdcay it was learned 
that the trainmenhad discovered a plot to 
rob the train near Adalrin Indian Territory.

However, it hap- 
the train washalf an hour late 
and a freight train was running on the pas 
senger’s time several stations ahead. Just 
after leaving Adair several shots were fired 
from ambushatthefreight train.

BLOODY BATTLE ON AN OHIO RAILROAD 
TRAIN. 


GALLIPOLIS, O., Nov. 25.—News of a bloody 
battle on a northbound Ohio River railroad 
train has just reached thiscity. Asa result 
of the fight the conductor and brakeman are 
shot and badly cut, a number of passengers 
are more or less injured and the six drunken 
offenders, it is supposed, have injuries which 
are dangerous. Wednesday .night six 
brothers, Williams by name, bdDoarded the 
train at Huntington, ina maudlin condition, 
They at once became obstreperous, 
and when Glenwood was reached one 
of the men went Into the ladies’ coach, began 
using profane language, end threatened to 
kiileveryonein the car. Conductor Smith 
grabbed the man and pulled him into the 
smoker. This angered.the brothers and they 
rushed upon the conductor, at the same time 
drawing their pistols and knives. His bDrake- 
man at once cametohis assistance and the 
fight was precipitated. In the melee both 
the conductor and brakeman sustained 
serious injuries. The newsboy, hearing 
the shots and screams, jumped from 
his seat in the ladles’ coach and rang the 
**riot bell.’’ Thetrain was stopped and the 
engineer and fireman dismounted from their 
cab and proceeded to the smoker with huge 
clubs, where they beat the Willlams brothers 
untilthey were almost insensible and then 
threw them off the train. Several passengers 
were badly injured and the floor of the 
smoker was red with blood. It is not known 
whether any of the Willlams boys were killed 
or not, 


MURDER AT ALTON. 

ALTON, Ill., Nov. 25.—One of the most cold- 
blooded murders that was ever committed in 
this city occurred yesterday afternoon, when 
Laurence Farley walked into a saloon and 


daliberately shot Michael Mimnaugh, the 
proprietor, todeath. The killing is the re. 
sult of an old grudge of seven years’ stand- 
ing, when tbe parties tothe tragedy of yes- 
terday opened a saloon in the city. The 
saloon did not prove a paying investment on 
the start, and Farley having some trouble 
witha young girl ofthis piace, Jeft for parts 
unknown, but returned a year ago and mar- 
ried a sister of Mimnaugh’s wife. The trouble 
between thetwo men blew over for awhile, 
but was renewed again when Farley accused 
Mimnaugeh of holding $50 of the receipts ofan 
entertainment “yh for his benefit by the 
glass blowers ofthe city. Shortly after the 
Killing Farley was arrested and locked upin 
the city jall. He was crazy drunk when he 
committed the act.

Thomas Elliot Dyer Expires in His 
Brother’s Embrace. 


AN AWFUL HUNTING ACCIDENT YESTER- 
DAY AT WERSTER GROVES. 


The Boy’s Shotgun Went Off While He 
Was Removing It From a Wagon and 
the Bullet Pierced His Heart—His 
Father Principal of the Madison School 
—Accidents. 


Young Thomas Elliott Dyer, second son'of 
William C. Dyer, principal of the Madison 
School, lies dead at the residence of his 
parents at Webster Groves. Full of life and 
endowed with rare mental gifts 
end personal charms the lad was 
yesterday the idol of a bright and happy 
family circle. At the closeof a pleasantly 


spent Thanksgiving hoilday he was called to 


his final accounting without a moment’s 
warning. He was shot through the heart by 
the accidental discharge oof a gun 
and falling into the arms of 
his elder brother died withouta groan. His 
mother was alone In the house to receive the 
remains of her son. She covered his face 
with kisses and could not be persuaded that 
he was unconscious of her presence. 

Yesterday the Dyer family assembled to 
partake of a Thanksgiving @Ginner, which 
was notone alonein name, but itn reality. 
William C. Dyer, his wife and three boys, 
were joined atthe family board by Charles 
A. Dyer, brother of the head of the 
house, and wife, the father of Mr. Dyer 
and other guests. In the afternoon, after 
the repast, Wiillam C, Dyer. accompanied 
his aged father to hishome at Glendale, 
Charles A. Dyer and wife returned to their 
home in the city, and John and Thomas Dyer 
took their shotguns and started off for an 
afternoon’s hunt in the surrounding country. 
The boys pursued their pastime until nearly 
5 o’clock, and then turned thelr steps 
homeward. Near Kirkwood they met 
three acquaintances who were riding ina 
wagon along the country road leading to 
Webster Groves. The young huntsmen 
jumped into the vehicle, placed their guns in 
the bottom of the wagonana jolted along 
merrily, chatting and laughing with their 
companions. When the party reached 
the cross-roads a few hundred yards 
from the Dyer residence, the wagon 
stopped and John Dyer took up his gun and 
jumped out. Thomas Dyer followed him, 
and turning round, seized his gun by the 
muzzle and drew it quickly towards him. 
The hammer caught onthe wagon bed, and 
one barrel was discharged, sending a heavy 
load of shot through his left breast. The 
shot passed through the heart. and 
issued on the left side of the back 
The young man whirled round once,and John 
Dyer, who had justturned roundto thank 
his friends for the ride, caught him before he 
could fall. Death was instantaneous. 

A number of persons who were attracted to 
the scene of the awful accident by the report 
of the gun, followed the wagon to 
the house and assisted in removing the 
dead to one of the rooms. Messen gers 
were sent in quest of the father, who reached 
home afew hours laterto receive the stun- 
ning blow. 

Mr. Dyer was missed at the Madison School 
this morning and the teachers were ata 
loss to account for his absence, until 
they sawadeath notice in the morning pa- 
pers announcing that Thomas E. Dyer had 
inet death suddenly and would be buried from 
the home of bis parents at Webster Groves, 
Saturday, at 10 0’clock. 

The dead boy was 17 years of age and 
was receiving his education at the 
school of which his father is principal. 
He was well advanced in his studies, and 
in personal appearance was tall and strik- 
ingly handsome. Among his associates he 
was a general favorite. ‘*Tom was one of the 
brightest and best looking young fellows I 
ever saw,’’ saidoneofthem, ‘‘Poor fellow,

Keit and Ellingstone 
are the only men out of fifty miners who 
started for Snohomish four days ago to get 
in. The others dropped along the route 
from sheer exhaustion and want of food, and 
it is feared they are lost in the woods. The 
survivors had scarcely any clothing when 
they arrived, which, with their pinched and 
gaunt features. testified to the truth of their 
alarming tale. 

News from the flood tn the distant Skywam- 
sich River shows the damage to be enormous, 
and that the next freshet may cause the 


river to take a new course, thereby destroy- 
ing the business part of the town of Sultan.

Fever Attacks ths President’s Father-in- 
Law. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—The Rev. John

White House. His illness is of but 
a few days’ duration, having com- 
menced with a fever, which was 
probably the result of a cold.

LET IT GOTO PROTEST 


A Draft on the City for a Bisa Antelope 
Dishonored. 


COMPLICATIONS GROWING OUT OFA PUR- 
CHASE FOR THE FOREST PARK ZOO. 


Commissioner of Supplies Kerley and 
Comptrollsr Stevenson Thought the 
Antelope Was for the Poor-Houss or 
the Female Hospital and Retused to 
Pay the Bill for It—Finally Explained. 


The next time Park Commissioner John B. 
Fechter undertakes to buy the animals for 
the Forest Park Zoo he will call a_ ~sol- 
emn council of all the financial 
officers of the city, and with 
them make the arrangements for the 
purchase. This statement is made as a 
reasonable inference from the Commission- 
er’s unhappy expertence this week in an 


attempt to add to the collection in 
the park a fine Disa antelope, whose 


parents in Central Park thought they could 
sparetheir son to the golden west. Com- 
nilssioner Fechter negotiated the purchase 
through W. A. Coulelin, the Keeper of Cen.- 
tral Park, whose acquaintance he 
mace when the Keeper was 
here buying some of the Fair Grounds anl- 
malsayearorsoago. At that time Commis- 
sioner Fechter took Huber Conk!in around 
the parks of the city, and asked when they 
parted to let him know whenever there 
was a chance for st. Louis to bid 
up a valuable animal at a bargain. The 
other day Commissioner Fechter got this 
televram from heeper Conklin: 

Fine bisa antelope, $4009, Do you want him? 
a bargain. 

Commissioner Fechter knew that Conklin’s 
representations were pefectly trustworthy, 
and he telegraphed Dack: 

Yes. Send him and draw on us. 

THE DRAFT PROTESTED. 

The antelope was sent and Commissioner 
Fechter was delighted. It was really a bar- 
gain. But he heard nothing of the bill for 
some time. Keeper Conklin, however, 
had drawn on the city and 
the draft was making its 
slow way westward. It gotto St. Louls Tues- 
day, and the bank runner took it to Supply 
Commissioner Jotin Gilbert. 

‘*Bank of Commerce, bisa antelope—$400,’’ 
that officialread. ‘‘Idon’t know anything 
about this.’’ 

The runner took the draft back tothe bank 
and Commissioner Gilbert sentaclerk up to 
Comptroller Stevenson to find out if he 
knew anything about any antelope 
somebody had bought. The General was 
just putting on his overcoat to go to the 
Delecatessen, where his ordinury meal is 
corn beef hash, and costs 15 cents. Hie 
gasped when the question was put to him, 

‘*Antelope!’’ saidhe. ‘‘For Gallagher or 
Kerley? Why, of course, nobody has bought 
any antelope. What’sthe matter with sir- 
loin steak for those fellows?’’ 

In the afternoon Notary John V. Green 
came uptothe City Halil from the Bank of 
Commerce and lald the drafton the desk of 
Deputy Auditor Joseph T. Brown, 

‘‘Are you going to pay this draft?’’ he 
asked. 

Deputy Auditor srown examined it. 
**Why, I Know nothing about any antelope,’’ 
said he, ‘*‘butif you will wait a day we'll 
look into it.’’ 

**Wedon’t do business that way,’’ said the 
notary, sarcastically. ‘‘Ifitisn’t paid this 
afternoon we’ll protest it.’’ 

**All right; it can’t be paid to-day,’’ 
Deputy Auditor Brown positively. 

The notary took the draft back tothe bank 
and it was protested. There was a good deal 
oftalk aboutit aroundthe City Hall offices, 
of course, and Commissioner Fechter heard 
of it the next morning. 

SOMEBODY MADE A MISTAKE. 

He came running down to the Auditor. 
‘*Well,’’ said that gentleman, ‘‘you go to the 
Supply Commissioder and make out an order 
for the antelope, and the note will be at- 
tended to properly.’’ 

The order was made out, signed by Com- 
missioner Fechter anu President George Bur- 
net of the Board of Public Improvements, 
indorsed by Commissioner John Gilbert and 
sent tothe Auditor through the Comptroller. 
Then atelephone message was sent to the 
bank, and the note coming up again was 

aid. 

Deputy Auditor Brown said to-day: ‘‘We 
shouldn’t have allowed the draft to go to 
protest, but we had no voucher in the 
office for an antelope, and we 
have to conduct our business 
closely within the lines of the law. Commis- 
stoner Fechter was a little careless. Strictly 
A he he bud noright to buy the antelope 
atall. He should have gone tothe Supply 
Commissioner and got himtodolt. , 

Deputy Supply Commissioner Alex. Gare- 
sche said: ‘*Mr. Feciter ought to have sent 
to Mr. Conklin one of the bDiank powers-of- 
attorney we used here for that 
purpose. When we buy anything 
from abroad we send on one of those powers- 
of-attorney for the creditor to send to some 
person here, authorizing him to 
draw the money from _ the . treasury. 
The city can’t pay drafts drawn 
againstit. There’sno way to dott.’’ 

Park Commissioner Fechter, after the an- 
noyance of the episode had worn off, 
was much amused, “Why,’’ said he 
‘*they ought tohave paid that draft without 
letting it go to protest, if it was protested, I 
senton to Conkiin a blank form of draft 
which I got from the auditor, and it seemed 
to me was all ; it was 
necessary However it’s all 
right now. The Auditor and the Treasurer 
and the Comptroller all went down tothe 
Supply Commissioner’s office and fixed it up 


there.’’

Interesting Facts as to the Journeyings 
of Migrating Birds. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

Another Arctic expedition returned from 
the northa few days ago. Its arrival was 
announced by a loud ‘‘Honk! Honk!’’ far up 
inthesky. It was composed of eleven mem- 
bers, and was headed by a gray veteran, 
who led his forces, arranged in the form of a 
letter V. without the slightest deviation, due 
south. It was the wild goose expedition, 
whicn, naving summered in the Arctic, had 
decided to winter in more temperate climes. 

It is not to be supposed that they reasoned 
the question ofacnange of location among 
themselves, consulted almanacs and time- 
tables or even compasses to reach their deci- 
sion or to decide on their course. Their ac- 


tlon was influenced not by what psycholo- 
gists know as higher cerebration. Asthe 
country folks says, they felt it in their bones 
thatit was time to move southward, and 
south they went under the wonderful influ- 
ence of instinct. 

Yo the older philosophers Instinct was 
far more wonderful than itappears now. 
They asserted that all the actions of the 
lower animals were performed through in- 
stinct and explained that they possessed this 
faculty in Heu of intelligence, which was the 
peculiar attribute of man. This was, how- 
ever, soon exploded by the demonstration of 
the possession of intelligence among anl- 
mals and of instinct by man. Indeed, the 
latter philosophers have come to believe 
that almostallthe actions of manare influ- 
enced, if not controlled, by instinct alone. 

The tendency to migration of certain 
species of animals Is ey | referable to 
this hereditary influence. riginally, no 
doubt, migration occurred because food was 
more ape found in one locality than in 
another. ‘he hereditary memory, s0 to 
speak, pointed out the’ place where more 
food was to be obtained with less exertion. 
Gradually other surroundings suggested 
themselves as agreeable to the embryo mind, 
and these, repeated through many genera- 
tions, created that unthinking tendency 
toward a particular place or climate, regard- 
less of its original fitness. 

Almost all our tdeas are gathered from as- 
sociation, andit is fair to imagine that the 
constant and repeated association of a par- 
ticular locality with a pleasurable sensation 
—the satiation of hunger, for example— 
would soon identify the sensation with the 
place. Then would be evolved the sentiment 
of home, a sentiment which we feel only 
more keenly than the lower animals because 
it Is associated not only with the place where 
there is sumething to eat, but because of 
other pleasurable sensations associated with 
it, as they are as constantly foundin the 
saine locality. 

It isa mistake toregard the migratory in- 
stincts of animals as unerring. Every woods- 
man has observed how a particular species 
of bird will apparently desert a@ certain lo- 
cality for another for one or more seasons. 
Occasionally this may result frum chotce,but 
it seems altogether more probaDie that it is 
from some mistake on tbe part of the birds 
themselves. ‘iheir generally accurate course 
has veen deflected by some circumstance and 
they have made their homes elsewhere. In 
the case of stragglers this Is particularly 
marked. They rarely succeed in rejoining 
the main body to which they originally be- 
longedand are forced to be content with 
whatever suitable place may be found, 

Migratory animals and birds are almost al- 
ways gregarious; that Is, they live and espe- 
Cilally they travelin compact flocks or herds, 
‘Lhey dothis for one reason ey) that the 
wisdom ofanumberis greater than that of 
any one. Any errorin the route would be 
detected by one or anotherand thence com- 
municated to the whole flock. Once in a 
while they are all mistaken, and then some 
incoming steamer serves asa point of rest 
for the tired little wings, or some hitherto 
unknown country becomes the new home of 
the home seekers. 

But there is much that Is very wonderful 
and awe inspiring in the instinct that ides 
them. If, indeed, it is merely the reflex of 
the memory of long-departed ancestors—if 
the thoughts as well as the sins of the father 
descend to remote generations, what tenden- 
cles and inclinations are we transmitting to 
our children which may in later generations 
develop to good or evil? Are we steering a 
straight course, like the old gray goose?

THEY WELCOME THE GUILLOTINE, 


Chinese Pirates Firmly Convineed That 
It Is the Lesser of Two Evils.

Itis said that the guillotine has recently 
been introduced by the French into their col- 
ony of Tonquin. Our neighbors, as all the 
world is aware, have had and still have 
plenty of work to doin the way of extermin- 
ating plracy in that vast and as yet un- 
remunerative possession.

they do not) ts that of decapitation. That 
ceremony has hitherto been nerformed in the 
Tt and rather barbarous native way. 
he culprit, being poeees in a convenient 
sition, used to light acigarette and wait 
or the executioner to take a shot at his neck 
with a big sword, 

Sometimes the headsman aimed straight 
and sometimes he dia not, anda feeling had 
long existed amongthe gentlemen of the pi- 
ratical profession thatan execution thus ex- 
ecuted was distinctly an unpleasant process 
for the patient. Par ten rer ys 4 the introduc- 
tion ofthe ‘‘wood of justice’’ has by no means 

oduced the effect which the French author- 

ties desired and expected. Instead of being 

impressed with the horror of this mode of 
execution, the natives of Tonquin are said to 
be highly delighted withit. In fact, they 
regard the guillotine as a most ingenious 
article de Paris, and they have already wit- 
nessed one execution with every demonastra- 
tion of enthusiasm, 

Dying, they say, is made so delightfully 
easy by this admirable invention of the su- 

rior European intelligence. The result Is 
hat considerable satisfaction is expressed in 
piratical circles, and itis confidently antici- 
pated that piracy will increase very consid- 
erably, as nobody in Tonquin would mind be- 
ing abreviated instantaneously by the gulllo 
tine. Death, inshort, has lost most of Its 
terror because the process of dying has 
been rendered so simple. :

ALL DWELLINGS SHOULD Be PUT IN 
GOOD SANITARY CONDITION. 


Defective Plumbing and Sewerage a 
Great Source of Danger—Work of the 
Health Authorities—Examination of 
the Water Supply—OCases at the City 
Hospital—Some Sanitary Suggestions. 


The citizens of St. Louis, as well as the mu: 
nicipal health officers, have upon their own 
shoulders the responsibility of the work 
necessary toabate the epidemic of typhoid 
fever now existing in this city. 

The origin of the disease, it is believed by 
many good authorities, does not lie alto- 
gether in the water supply of Sst. Louis, 
although that constitutes a source 
of danger it is well to guard against 
by every possible precaution. But there is 
another element of danger that should not be 
overlooked. Thisis the danger of defective 
plumbing, which allows poisonous and fever- 
Jaden sewer gas to escape into dwelling 
houses, 

Itisin recognition of this fact that Chief 
Sanitary Officer Francis ts now us- 
ing the staff of inspectors at 
his command to investigate the condition of 
the plumbing of every house from which a 
case of typhold fever is reported. When It Is 
found that the plumbing is defective, a case 
is at once made by the Board of Health, and 
the proprietors of the building required to 
put it into wood sanitary condition. 

This isa work in which every citizen can 
co-operate by at once seeing to it that his 
Own place of residence is made free from 
such danger. Atthe Board of Health office 
this action is earnestly urged. 

itis stated by the health authorities that 
the investigations so far have shown in nu- 
merous cases thet the houses where typhoid 
are found to be in 
unsanitary condition owing to de- 
fective or old-fashioned plumbing. 
The statement is made that no house, the 
closets, etc,, of which are not provided with 
**traps’’ for fiUushing, is_ safe from 
sickness. Tho old-style **pan’’ lift 
closets, itis said, which do not permit of a 
full fushing, are fruitful sources of fever, so 
mugh so that wherever one is found the 
heaith authorities insist upon its removal 
and the substityetion ofa proper trap. 

POLLUTED BY SEWER GAS. 

Itissaidthat the sanitary inspection has 
Geveloped the fact thatin many cases where 
fever is found it is <«iscovered that the 
plumbing in the house is of the type used ten 
years ormore ago, and .thatthe air ofthe 
residence is therefore polluted by sewer gas. 
Ko precaution of keeping the sinks ciosed, 
etc., it is stated, can remedy the evil of 
Oefective piumbing, as the gas will escape 
whenever the trap system isnot inuse. The 
poisonous condition in whichthe matin sew- 
ersorthe city have been until the recent 
heavy rains makes this danger, in conse- 
quence, a very serious one. 

This morning Chief Sanitary Officer Francis 
received reports of 130 new cases, and at 
once sethis assistants at workto examine 
the condition of the houses, from which 
the typhoid casesare reported. On Monday 
next Mr. Francis will makea fall report of 
his work to the Board of Health meeting,and 
the paper is likely to bea most Interesting 
document and worthy of the careful study 
ef all residents of St. Louts. The 
most pressing danwer at present is 
that the smaliness of the sanitary 
staff will prevent the work of plumbing In- 
spection being carried forward as speedily as 
it should be under the circumstances. It is 
in this precautionary work that citizens can 
heip by attending to thetr own premises. 

Dr. Sullivan, the city chemist, is still at 
work making a microscopic examination of 
the city’s Water supply, to discover ff it con- 
tains the fever germ or dangerous bacilll. 
He has samples of water from various parts 
of the eity, including one from the dangerous 
district just above the water-works, and his 
method is that of “‘colonizing’’ the germs on 
giass slides and then subjecting them to int- 
croscopése study. Ihus far Dr. sullivan states 
that wie he has found nothing start- 
ling. His report will, he says, 
not be ready betore to-morrow or Monday. 
In addition to this work Dr. Sullivan ts also 
called upon to examine the well and 
cistern water of many citizens who 
have become alarmed by the spread 
oftyphoid, Hereports on these cases that 
he finds the water of all wells within the 
thickly settied districts to be polluted, but 
that those inthe western suburbs are com- 
paratively pure. 

The health authorities state that the fever 
at present has its well defined district in St. 
Louis. The district is described as extending 
from St. Louls avenue on thenorthto Ar- 
genal street on the south and from the river 
east to Jefferson avenue west. This takes in 
the entire creat central district of the city. 

REPORTED TO THE PLUMBING INSPECTOR. 

Plumbing Inspector Hennessy’s office re- 
ceives many reports of defective sewerage In

TWO CONVICTS’ MONEY. 


The Victim ani Their Attorney Both 
Claimed It—The Civil Courts. 

Judge Dilton this morning heard testimony 
in the case of Simon Wolf, an 
appeal case against P. M. Staed, Sheriff, 
from Justice Carroll’s Court. Wolf sued to 
recover $21, which he swore two boys named 
Henry Smith and Louis Dickson stole from 
him.

DECEMBER WHEAT CONTRACTS, 


Anxiety Lest Very Heavy Deliveries 
Should Be Made. 
Considerable anxiety has been prevailing 
among those long on wheat inregardto the 
Decemberjdeliveries, as it was, and toa con- 
siderable extent still is, fearea that the de- 
liveries on the first of the month would 


be so large as to cause great embarrassment, 
Nearly all the wheat in the elevators, 
amounting to about 3,500,000 bu, has been 
carried against December. Some of the 
low grade wheat has been diverted to May, 
but very little. of the Dec wheat has 
followed this course. The carriers want 
a difference of 8 cents between May and De- 
cember before they will consent to make a 
change, and it is stated that the United Ele- 
vator Co. has ‘*blocked’’ its receipts in order 
to make deliveries only in De- ; 
cember unless an 8-cent difference 
could be obtained. For several days 
the longs have been settling their deals, and 
itis believed that the deliveries will not be 
nearly so heavy as had been feared, but there 
is still no ttle anxiety, which has a ten- 
dency to depress the price of December 
wheat. To-day it sold at 69, with May at

THAT 18, IF THE FIERY WANDERER IN 
SPACE 18 BIELA’S. 


Prof Cotbert Gives the Result of His 
Recsont Observations—Meteorice Show- 
ers of Great Brilliancy May Be Ex- 
pected — “Falling Stars’’ Seen at 
Various Points of the Country. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 25.—If Biela’s comet (if 
the flery wanderer In space which is now at- 
tracting so much attention really is Biela’s) 
is to collide with this planet the ceremonies 
will be over by 10 o’clock next Sunday even- 
ing. Prof. Elias Colbert, who is observing 
the comet closely, has thig to say on the sub- 
ject: ‘‘If any one’is afraid of the conse- 
quences of a collision with the comet he may 
reassure himself after 9:45 Sunday night. As 
near as can be computed the earth will be at 
that point in its orbit which Is crossed by the 
Biela comet at 9:30 Sunday evening, provided 
there has been no shift in the position of the 
plane of the comet’s orbitin thelast forty 
years. If therehas been such a change it 
would be a slight retrogradation, making the 


latest imit of possible contact earlier than 


above stated. 

‘*While I bad no means of knowing the ex- 
act position of the comet last night, owing 
to cloudy weather, it seems probable that 
the comet is moving toward us in spite of as- 
sertions to the contrary, and that it must 
cross the earth’s orbit, but possibly not til 
some days after our earth has gone beyond 
the collision point, if there be any. 

‘*'The comet ought to have moved more 
than a degree in position between 8 o’clock 
Wednesday night and the same time last 
night, provided that it be due to cross the 


earth’s orbit not later than Sunday evening, 
while an indistinct observation of it through 
the haze does not warrant the belief that it 
has changed its position by as much as one 
degree.’* 

If the eomet turns out to be the fiying re- 
mains of Biela’s dissipated comet, then 
the earth may shatter its resent 
dislocated structure,and put an end to its 
wanderings. 

Biela’s comet has been going to pleces ever 
since it first started on its wild career, and 
now it seems to be all broken up. In 1872, 
when it was due to arrive,there were extraor- 
dinary atmospheric manifestations, with 
the falloflarge cometary masses upon the 
earth. The first indication of the approdch- 
ing display occurred on the evening of Nov. 
24, when meteorsin extraordihary numbers 
were observed by Prof. Newton at New 
Haven, Conn. On Wednesday evening, the 
27th, from the close of twilight until 8 o’clock 
the shower of shooting stars was noticed in 
many parts of the United States. At Green- 
castle, Ind., Prof. Joseph Tingley counted 110 
meteors in forty minutes, and at Princeton 
in the same State, D. Eckley Hunter counted 
seventy in thirty minutes. 

In Engiand the first bolide of the swarm of 


+ meteors was seen by M. M. Brinkley in the 


middle of the afternoon. The meteors, how: 
ever, which always accompany the approach 
of Biela’s comet, were in 1872 moat nuimerous 
in the southern part of Europe, especially in. 
Italy. At Naples, Sig. Gasparis counted two 
meteors per second, and at Turin, M. Denza, 
director of the observatory, reported 33,400 
in six anda halfhours. At the Observatory 
of Bresiau during the same time, M. Faye 
counted 3,000 meteors, while Dr. Helis re- 
ported that at Munster 2,500 meteors per 
hour were counted by two observers. These 
falling stars were of various and delicate 
colors and followed by long trains of light. 

Among the common people it was said that 
*‘*the stars fell,’’ for at times the entire 
heavens were intersected by the meteors like 
flreworks ona vast scale, and their ight was 
so strong as to obscure thestars. According 
to a generally accepted theory in astronomy 
these meteors were originally pieces of 
Biela’s comet thrownoff from time to time as 
it disintegrated, but still following in Its 
train or running a short distance ahead of it. 
When brought close to the earth at the point 
where the twoorbits intersected, these me- 
teors in countless numbers were drawn by 
the superior attractions of the earth and im- 
mediately started toward it on long and 
beautifulcurves. When Blela’s comet went 
otf inthe sky millions of these meteors were 
thrown out, many of which subsequently 
reached the earth, , 

According tothe very latest theory of the 
astronomers about Blela’s comet it no longer 
eXists, but its tallis faithfully going around 
stiilaiter the bogly has disappeared. Prof. 
H. A. Newton calculated that the meteors in 
advance of Blela’s comet and trailing along 
in its wake spread overa distance of 500,000, - 
000 miles, sOthatifthe earth Sunday night 
happens to be _ 1,000,000 miles away 
from the place where the comet tis or ought 
to be It will still go through a thick part of 
the swarm. 

These measurements were obtained tn the 
following manner: Blela’s comet, it was 
known, passed the earth in 1798 Dec. 6of 
that year there was a great shower of mete- 
ors. In 1888 there was another shower of me- 
teors at the time of the approach of Blela’s 
comet to the earth, although at that time 
the bodies were 300,000,000 miles apart. In 
both these instances the meteors were in ad- 
vance of the comet. In 1872, when the show- 
er of meteors fell, Blela’s comet, although it 
was not seen, ought to have been near by, 
that is, at a distance of 200,000,000 miles, and 
the meteors that fell were known to be part 
of thetall. As the tall, however,is now 
wagging the entire dog, the meteors, which 
flyin swarms like bees, may extend overa 
much greater portion of the heavens,

THE SLEET STORM. 


Effects on Electric Lines—Weather 
Probabilities. 


The prospects are that there will be no im- 
mediate improvement in the weather. In 
the Northwest it is snowing heavily and pre- 
dictions atthe offica ofthe Weather Bureau 
are totheeffect that to-night the rain will 
turn into snow with much colder weather by 
to-morrow night. Theiceand sleet serious- 
ly incommodded street traffic by the electric 


lines and during the morning hours inter- 
fered with the telephone wires. All wires 
were coated with ice, in some 
cases ** breaks’ occurring. Even when

lays and in some cases stoppages for a 
greater or less period of time, especially dur- 
lag the morning hours before the ice had be- 
kun to melt. The slesty coating caused 
currents to be formed from the over- 
head wirestothe poles and thence to the 
ground, drawing off the electricity and caus- 
ing a deficiency of power. Boththe Market 
street and Laclede avenue lines were stopped 
On the Lindell Raliway there 
was no serious stoppage, but trav- 
elers On the early cars were treated to 
a beautiful pyrotechnic display. As the 
trolley wheel ran along the wire it was pre- 
ceded and followed bya blaze of Nght, and 
was fol- 
lowed by a brilllantline of sparks. The 
Union Depotand Benton-Bellefontaine lines 
were incommoded by the iceclad wires, but 
made trips witha fair degree of regularity, 
as didthe Mound City line. As theice 
melted the difficulties diminished, but the 
wet condition of the wires and poles inter- 
fered with the insulation toa very consider- 
able extent. The trouble with the telephone 
wires was caused in s0me cases 
by breaks, in others by one 
wire weighted down with ice cross- 
ing another. People who were obliged to 
leave their homes atan early hour found the 
sidewalks and steps Iike glass, and many 
made the descent trom their front doors to 
the sidewalks with a speed as astonishing as 
itwas unpremeditated. A number of citi- 
zens are tenderly nursing various bruises and 
abrasions due to falls. Should a cold snap 
come before the snow, thereis an excellent 
prospect for gwlassilke streets.

LIFE IN A PIRATE SHIP. 


Merit and Bravery Rewarded and Dishon- 
esty Very Severely Punished. 
From the National Review. 

The customs and regulations most com- 
monly observed on board a bnccaneer are 
worth noting. Every pirate captain, doubt- 
less, had his own set of rules; but three were 
certain traditional articles that seem to have 
been generally adopted. The captain had the 
state cabin, a double vote in elections, a 
aouble share of booty. On some vessels it 
was the captain who decided what direction 
to sallin, but thisand other matters of mo- 
ment were oftener settled by a vote of the 
company, the captain’s vote counting for 
two. The officers had a snare anda halfora 
share anda quarter of all plunder, and the 
sailors one share each, Booty was divided 
with scrupulous care,and marooning was the 
penalty of attempting to defraud the general 
company, only to the amount ofa gold 
piece oradollar. Every man hada full vote 
in every affair of importance. 

Arms were always tobe clean and fit for 
service, and desertion oft he ship or quarters 
in battle was punished with death. On Rob- 
ert’s shipa man who was crippled in.battle 
recelved out of the common stock, anda 

roportionate sum was awarded for lesser 
turts. Lowther allowed £150 for the loss ofa 
limb, and other captains instituted a sort of 
tariff of wounds which extended to ears, fin- 
gers and toes. In chaseor battlethecaptain’s 
power was absolute. He who first spied 
a sail, if she proved to be a prize, was en- 
titled to the best palr of pistols on board 
her over and above his dividend. These 
pistols were greatly coveted, and a pair 
would sell for as much as £30 from one pirate 
to another. In their own commonwealth 
the pirates are reported to have been severe 
upon the point of honor, and among Roberts’ 
crew it was the practice to slit the ears or 
nose of any sallor round gulity of robbing his 

lows. 
Gaon feeble interest as now attaches to 
what was once the formidable fame of the 
pirates is not even gsthetic, it is merely 
comic. No imaginative essayist discusses 
piracy asa fine art; but Paul Jones is resur- 
rected as the hero of a’ musical burlesque. 
Poor Paul! And he is almost the only one of 
the whole buccaneering race whose story dis- 
covers a trace of the legendary Peet of 
piracy. Paul, whose father had been head 

rdener to Lord Selkirk, plundred the Sel- 
firk mansion of its plate, which he subse- 
quently returned ina parcel to Lady Selkirk 
with a letter of polite apology.

For Nearly Haifa Century Antonio Bek 
lacoscia Terroriged Corsica. 


From the London Standard. 


A very curious chaptertn Corsican history 
has just been closed by the surrender of ths 
notorious Corsican bandit, Bellacoscia, who 
has been out ‘‘in the Wush’’ for forty-four 
years, and has baffled all the efforts of the 
gendarmerie to capture him. He was borr 
at Bocagnano, a small village in the centera 
Corsica, his father being a shepherd, and ig 
1848 he killed the assistant mayor of the Vile 
lage in a quarrel and took to tne bush. Hig 
presence was betrayed to the gendame 
soon afterward, but Bellacoscia, having go 
wind of this, lay in wait for his betrayer a 
killed him. w 

He was then jotned tn the bush py hig 
brother Jacques, who had been preparing for 
the priesthood, and the two brothers fed 
very wild existence in the mountains o 
Corsica, killing several gendarmes who ate 
tempted to capture them. We 4 do not ap- 
pear, however, to have lost the esteem o 
their compatriots, for M. Emanuel Arene,on 
of the Deputies of Corsica in the French 
Chamber, relates how, about fifteen years 
ago, he and the late Edmond About were ree 
ceived by the two brothers at breakfast, an 
how they were introduced to the differen 
relatives of the Drigands, all Mayors of their 
respected communes. M. Arene relates, too 
how the late Baron Haussmann was break’ 
fasting with them on another occasion whe 
the gendarmes appeared in the distance and 
the two brothers made off, leaving thels 
guest to explain his presence there as best 
could, 

There was some taik of granting the two 
brothers an-amnesty when M. Carnot paid 
his visit to Corsica two years ago, and the 
daughter of the younger brother was pree 
sentedtohim. Nothing was done, however 
and the two brothers might in all probabllit 
have remained at liberty for the re 
of their lives. But Antoine, the elder o 
the two, has at last been persuaded by hig 
friends to give himself up to the authorities 
and his mode of doing so was not less drat 
matic than the whole of his life has been 
Another of his brothers, who was for seve 
years himself an officer in the gendarmerte 
induced him to take this step, and the tw 
met at daybreak In the forest of Vizggavona 
which is about half-way between Ajaccio an 
Bastia. They then wentto a place where 
Capt. Or dioni, commanding the gendarmert 
ofthe district, was waiting for them, an 
Antoine Bellacoscia laid down his arms in 
token of submission. They went by train 
on the line newly opened to Bastia, and 
Antoine Bellacoscia was delighted at this 
meede of locomotion, which was quiteest 
to him. 

Upon reaching Bastia, where he is to 
tried at the next assizes, he went to the 
cipal hotel, writing his name and professi 
in the visitors’ book as ‘‘Antoine Bonelli, 
commonly called Bellacoscia; prossemens 
bandit; born at Bocagnano; residence, un- 
certain,’’ He is not under the least restraing 
or even surveillance, as Capt. Ordion!, who 
is responsible for his appearance at tha 
assizes, knows that ‘‘when a Bellacoseta 
gives his word he never goes back from it.’ 
Antoine Bellacascia has several times bee 
sentenced to deathin contumac'am, but ag 
all the murders for which he was condemn 
took place more than thirty years ago they 
are covered by prescription, and the only ofe 
fense for which he can betried is an attack 
he is accused of having made on a gendarme 
in 1880. The expectation is that he will 
acquitted, aud that he willspend the rest 
his days unmolested among his friends, 


JOSEPHINE’S OLD HOME, 


Efforts to Preserve Historic Malmaisog 
From Falling Into Vandal Handa 


From the London Telegraph. 

Further efforts are being made to cae 
historic Malmaison, once the residence of t 
Empress Josephine, from falling into the 
handsof some nineteenth century vandal, 
who would probably demolish it in order ta 
raise ‘‘jerry-bullt’’ suburban villas on itg 
site. The old palace is in a rather bad cone 
dition, being Gestitute of furniture, tapestry 
and proper ornamentation. The two facadés, 
one on the court-yard and the otner on the 
garden, are ina tolerably good condition, as 
well as the windows, staircases and ceilings. 

The rooms might easily be rearranged ig 
their old order andstyle. The vast porch, 
the dining-room, withits figures of nymphs, 
marble floor and fountain, the council! cham- 
ber shaped like a military tent, the library, 
the salon of the Empress Josephine with the 
bedroom attached, are in a fair state of pres- 
ervation. Malmaison Park has already bee 
cut upfor building lots, and several sma 
houses with gardens now exist on the prope 


erty. 

The place was purchased in September 
1798, by Josephine for £6,400—paid partly ou 
of her marriage portion and partly out of the 
military allowance of her husband, then 
Gen, Bonaparte. When First Consul, Napo- 
leon spent his leisure hours at Malmaison 
and in the early days of the first Empire thd 

lace was for Josephine what the Peti§ 

‘rainon was for Marie Antoinette—an agree- 
able change from palatial splendor. Afteg 
the death of Josephine in May, 1814, Malmal- 
sop had no occupants of note tnth fg 
returned there fora few days before his la 
exile. Prince Eugene de Beauharnalts looke 
after the property during his lMfetime, 
but In 1826 his heirs sold it toa Swedish baaoke 
er. In 1841 Queen Maria Christina of Spain 
bought it, and-sold it in 1961 for £44,000 to th¢ 
Emperor Napoleon HIl., who madea presen 
ofittothe State. Underthe rhird Republie 
Malmalison has been neglected and allowed to 
lapse into its present deplorable condition, 
It was sold to private persons and now awaits 
other owners who may not be inclined to 
convert it into a Napoleonic museum, as Is 
suggested by thuse desirous of seeing it pre- 
served among the ‘‘historic monuments of 
France,’’

Reduced Output and Absorption Better- 
ing Matters. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 25.—In its weekly re- 
view of the iron and ore business the Jron 
Trade Review says: The conditions surround- 
ing the tron trade to-day are suchas to give 
the warrant of solidity to every symptom 
that counts for the better. Whatever uncer- 
tainty there !s as to industrial legislation will 
effectually repress speculative enterprises; 
in the iron trade it willtendtokeep produc-
